2015-03 E 08-04-2015 Stanley Zeitz moved to recommend application be approved for two months’ 
rent and SRP only. Committee recommends applicant applies for Access if they qualify. Anthony Irby 
seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously 

2. 2015-05 C Stanley Zeitz moved to recommend application be approved as requested for two months’ 
mortgage, auto insurance, internet, phone, and utilities. The Committee recommends the applicant 
apply for disability increase as well as seek financial counseling. Anthony Irby seconded the motion, 
and the motion carried by majority vote.
